The [appreciative note on Mr. Thomas 
Carndtfi, the author of “ Machinery”’ 
(writes a correspondent), does no more 
than justice to the playwright. In 
technique and constructive skill Mr. 
Carnduff may not another Sean 
O’Casey, but he can claim the full credit 
for being the first dramatist to put 
. Belfast’s working-class on the stage. Ex- 
cellent as has been the work of his Belfast 
predecessors and contemporaries, it ha‘ 
always taken the ple of the country- 
side or the manufacturing class in the 
city as its material, Cases in point are 
Rutherford Mayne’s “ The Drone,’’ Lewis 
Purcell’s ‘‘ The Enthusiast,” and St. John 
Ervine’s *‘ The Ship.’’ Not until Mr, 
Carnduff took up his pen has a Northern 
dramatist selected shipyard, mill and 
factory oworkers—and they are the 
dominating feature in the life of an in- 
dustrial centre like Belfast—for dramatic 
treatment. “Richard Rowley has, indeed, 
made the famous “ Islandmen ”' and other 
Belfast worker types live in his poetry ; 
but, for all its wealth of novelists and 
playwrights, it is only now that Belfast, 
thanks to Mr. Carnduff, has had an 
opportunity of seeing its toilers brought 
to life in the flesh on the stage. Mr. 
Carnduff is, therefore, in a very real sense 
a pioneer, and that fact, I think,. is 
worthy of record in the history of the 
theatre in Ireland. 


Official ‘Publicity Delays. 


i 


A correspondent sends me a somewhat 
vigorous protest against what he describes 
as “the absurd delays which occur in 
printing and circulating Government bills, 
Oireachtas proceedings and other official 
matter in which large numbers of the 
general public are interested.’”’ He says 
that he has entered written protests and 
appealed to members of the Dail to have 
things speeded up, but in vain. I gather 
that his latest grievance is that repeated 
applications for copies of the Road Trans- 
port and Railways Bills, which were 
circulated ten days ago, meet with the 
same answer—‘‘ The bills are sold out and 
are being reprinted.”” He adds that he 
has had exactly similar experience with 
other important measures. He also wants 
to know why it is that official reports of 

roceedings in the House of Commons can 
“ obtained by members of the public on 
the following morning, while in Saorsfáf 
Fireann ‘‘ we have to wait a week or ten 
days to find out exactly what Ministers 
and members of the Oireachtas have to 
say on matters in which many of us are 
interested.’’ The grievances which he talks 
about are real. Perhaps, Mr. McEntee, 
‘or whoever is responsible for such delays, 
will make it his business to see what 
can be done to speed things up. 


National Dress. 


The delightful lecture given the other 
day at the Alexandra College by Mr. 
James G. Mann, of the Courtauld 
Institute of Art in London, brings to 
my mind the difficulty which English 
people have of discovering a distinctively 
national dress, The problem became acute 
recently when an English girl had to take 
her place in a world beauty show, and no 
suitable national costume could be found 
for “ Miss England.” The Folk Dancers 
. had the same difficulty until Mr. Charles 
Ricketts designed a costume for them 
which is certainly quite distinctive, but 
is not peculiarly English; in fact, it looks 
more like the costumes of Holland and 
- Switzerland. When the discussion was at 
its most serious, someone suggested that 
the reason why England had lost all trace 
of national costume was that the country 
had ‘‘become civilised too soon”; but 
NEE NL what was intended was that Eng- 
and. became industrialised too soon and 
too quickly. Ireland's “ national ” cos- 
tumes are at present undergoing an evolu- 
tionary process, and are not yet quite 
stabilised. 


Womenin Distress. 


I happened to be looking through a 
window at a comparatively quiet street the 
other day when I noticed a girl alight from 
a motor car close to the kerb and survey 
ruefully a punctured wheel. After a time 
she set to work with a jack, but I noticed

| that she left the work and went frequently 


to the front seat cf the car. Then I saw 
that a small dog was trying to get out 
of the car through the arm flap in side 


curtain, and that the attempts to keep it 
in were seriously delaying the work of 
changing the wheel. At last the young 
woman took the dog out of the car, but, as 
it set out at once to explore the neighbour- 
hood, the situation was even worse than 
before. At that moment, however, a young 
man came along, and before Jong he was 
changing the wheel. There are four lines 
of poetry about young women in general 
which are, I think, as true to-day as they 
were when they were written. They are:— 
“- But ever when it seemed . 

Their need was at the sorest, 
A knight in armour bright 

Came riding through the forest.” 


Where the Shamrock Grows. 


Street vendors of our national emblem— 
the shamrock—are busy these days pre- 
paring for the shamrock market. 
Strangely enough, they have not all taken 
to the fields and the hillsides for their 
supplies ; for yesterday I discovered about 
a dozen of them squatting on the tram- 
road between Raheny and Sutton picking 
bonny bunches of the plant and deposit- 
ing them in their baskets. I am told that 
they betake themselves to this spot every 
year, and that, notwithstanding the con- 
stant weeding and scuffling of the perma- 
nent way, the wc..en sellers find it par- 
ticularly rich in shamrock at this time of 
the year. I should think that the sea- 
wall between Sutton and the Blackbanks 
traps all the shamrock seeds that blow 
seawards from the land, and hence the 
sandy permanent way between the sleepers 
becomes their germinating ground. 


A Grateful Wolf. 


The legend of Androcles and the lion 
has its counterpart in a story, recalling 
the days when wolves inhabited Ireland, 
which is still remembered. among the 
peasantry of the mountainous district in 
South-West Donegal. An old woman who 
lived by herself in a cottage at the foot of 
Sheve League, when crossing the moun- 
tain one day, found herself suddenly. con- 
fronted by a wolf. Frightened at first, 
she soon realised that the animal did not 
intend to molest her. Noticing that it 
was lame in one leg, she approached and 
examined the wounded foot. Finding 
that a thorn was the cause of the trouble, 
she extracted it and cleaned the wound. 
The relieved animal fawned on her like a 
dog and then trotted off gaily to its lair. 

The next day the neighbours found that 
the mountainside had been cleared of all 
their cattle and sheep. A long search 
revealed them penned up in the old 
woman’s garden, with a ferocious-looking 
wolf guarding the entrance. All efforts to 
drive it off were fruitless, until the old 
woman arrived. On seeing her, the wolf 
changed its demeanour, and, lifting its 
forefoot towards her, glanced back at the 
frightened @erds, as much as to say, 
“ Here is your reward.”’ 


A Talking Record. 


There is still, I discovered yesterday, 
some interest in a story about a person 
who has been entertaining an angel un- 
awares. A friend of mine, who was in 
France recently, fell into a conversation 
on a train with a Scotsman who, he dis- 
covered before they parted, holds the 
record for endurance in talking. In 
America some years ago when there was 
an epidemic of endurance tests he entered 
a talking competition, which he won after 
talking continuously for seventy-three 
hours. I was rather interested in the 
rules of the competition: conversation at 
certain times with spectators who were 
willing to talk was permitted, but when 
the competitors were alone they were not 
allowed to find. material for their talk by 
reading. They could, 
recite poetry or prose, and most of them 
found it necessary to do so after the first 
twenty-four hours. The holder of the title 
told my friend that, as far as he remem- 
bered, he recited the first three verses of 
“The Lay of the Last Minstrel ” for over

THE WEEK’S PROGRAMMES.

On Tuesday 
evening the President of the Society made it 
known that the sie ns meeting was post- 
poned indefinitely. ince thet aynouncement 
was made, there has been a quick succession 
of committee meetings and rumours, so that 
it is not now certam whether an inaugural 
meeting will be held or not. Se 
Piguaney was added to the situation by 
the anticipation that the Students’ Repre- 
sentative Council would take steps to bring 
about a settlement of the difficulty. 
It has been the policy of the 8.R.C. 
for the past few months to exercise stringent 
disciplinary bhais among students in the 
College, which has gained for it much praise 
and appreciation from College societies and 
the staff. The strong action taken in the 
case of high-spirited students who created 
a scens at the recent Hockey Club dance has 
proved how the 8.R.C. can be a help to 
societies in College, and how much they 
have to gain from fy 3° to it. Asa result 
of t'” policy, the Literary and Historica!

SOLDIERS AND SAILORS.

Society (Employment Bureau), Professor 


Walter Starkie, Litt.D., gave an interesting 
lectare.ou his *‘ Life among the Gypsies” to 
a large audience in the ballroom of Lord 
lveagh’s residence, St. Stephen's Green, 
Dubha, ow Saturday afternoon. 

tlizabeth, Countess of Fingall, in the un- 
avvidable . bsence of the President, Lord Meath, 
att of Lady Arnott, Vice-President, occupied 
the chair She said that one of the saddest and 
most . tragie aspects ol. war was how soon, 
when it was over, those who had fought and 
sufiered in it were forgotten and thrown 
aside. It was to heir those forgotten ones 
that the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Help Society 
was started after the South African war. The 
ex-soldiers formed a large seetion of the un- 
employed whó were receiving relief from the 
Dublin rates.. The Pureau, by finding even 
temporary work for these men, was helpin 
to reduce the Dublin citizens’ rate bi : 
Nearly one hundred men were given ma- 
nent employment last year, and, in addition 
one hundred and thirty-one were given tem- 
perary employment. 

The reason why the Bureau was successful 
was because the meu were not subjected to 
formalities. The sectetary made a point of 
getting to know them personally, of keeping 
in. touch with them, and also of knowing 
their tamily history, needs and capabilities. 
To show how the Society was engaged she 
mentioned that besides making cash grants of 
£128 during November and aa to old 
sick soldiers. they distributed to soldiers 
who served in the Great War 3,600 food 
tickets and 154 bags of coal. 


THE GYPSIES. 

Professor Starkie tcld a series of short 
stories of his experiences among the gypsy 
tribes of several countries in Europe and in 
Caifornia. The Spaniard, Cervantes, in 
“Don Quixote,”’ á said, unfolded a 
wonderful history of the life and 
hardshijs of the gypsies. Ve far 
back in his own life, ' said. the 
lecturer, he was attracted by ti. gypsies, 
and he got to know them very intimately in 
Italy, Hungary, Spain and other countries. 
The gypsies were of Indian origin, and not 
Egyptian, as many people believed they were. 

knowledge of their language, the Romany, 
enabled him to get on very satisfactorily 
with them. They were pagans, and t':eir 
habits, manners, superstitions and character- 
istics were very different from those around 
them. They regarded the violin as an 
instrument of the devil. Although they 
dwelt in camps, some of them possessed 
wealth, and were keen on acquiing house 
property. They were found of music and 
dancing. Their food was iar, and lic 
was a favourite ingredient in it. They beheved 
so much in garlic that when any of them was 
going on the water they put a piece of that 
plant in their pocket to save them from 
drowning. ! 

Dr. Starkie played several pieces of: primi- 
tive music on his violin for the purpose of 
showing the gypsy method of expressing 
various emotions from grave to gay. 

Miss Eileen Buckley played accompaniments 
on the piano. 

At the conclusion the Countess of Fingall 
thanked Professor Starkie for his interesting

SAPPHO’S POETRY. . 


A meeting of the College Classical Society 
was held College last Friday 


in Trinit 
evening, when Mr. P. J. Southgate read a 
paper on “ Sappho,” Professor M. Tierney, 
of University College, Dublin, : 
Beginning with a short sketch of what was 
known of Sappho’s life and the sources from 
which they had obtamed her poetry, the 


lecturer treated of several noteworthy 
features in her poems—in particular, her 
passionate love of nature, especially ee“ 


flowers, and her strange dread of being alone. 
As an erotic poetess, she was much more 
direct than other poets, because ner emotions 
were so strong, and involved no mystery for 
her, When she was most intense her sim- 
plicity was at its height. 

in discussing her use of metaphor, Mr. 
Southgate mentioned two peculiarities: her 
love of clothes and the appeal which gold 
made to her. 

The lecturer, in conclusion, showed how 
she always had enjoyed a reputation in spite 
of slander. 

Tne Chairman, moving a vote of thanks to 
the lecturer, said that he thought that in 
Sappho they had the pure essence of poetry. 
There was no Jegendary background. and 
Scarcely anything of her own environment in 
her work, und they did not, as in the case of 
other Greek poets, go to her for the sake 
of any special aspect.

THE TAY BRIDGE—OLD AND 
NEW. 


A meeting of the Dublin University 
Engineering Society was held last Thursday. 
Mr. F. BR. A. McCormick presiding. 

A Ee on the Tay Bridge was read by 

Mr. E. P. Griffith. It “dealt with the old 
bridge, an inquiry into its failure, and the 
new bridge. 
_ The old bridge was started by De Burgue 
in 1871. Cast iron columns were erected on 
the piers to carry the girders. In December, 
1879, a severe gale sprang up, and during the 
passage of a train over the bridge the 14 
centre spans were blown down. e Board 
of Trade inquiry found that there was no 
seitiement of the foundations and no evidence 
to prove that the girders were at fault. 
These conclusions threw the blame.on the cast 
iron columns and tie bars. 

the new double line bridge was built alon 
side the old one in 1887. tt consisted of 
spans, five of which were brick arches. The 
piers consisted of two cylinders sunk to a 
depth of 20ft. in silty sand. ‘The sinking of 
these cylinders was accomplished with the aid 
of the *‘ yuadruped.” 

In the ee of the first bridge a wind 
pressura of 21lb. per square foot, was allowed, 
whereas in the second bridge the figure was 
:aised to 66. The failure of the old bridge 
indicated the importance~of wind pressure. 

Mr, Friel, in proposing a vote of thanks, 
gave illustrations of coffer-dams. 

Mr. Shackleton (Hon. Rec. Sec.), in 
seconding, gave further details of the Tay 
Bridge. ,

HOW THE CENSORS 


HOLLYWOOD SALARY 
CR eh raon 


——— 
Ta annual report of the British Board 


of Film Censors which was issued a 
few days ago makes interesting reading, 
when compared to the Free State Film 
Censor’s return. The ‘‘ footage’’ of films 
submitted to the British Board during 1952, 
was 5,424,916, the lowest since 1912, and it 
is curious to find that in our own case the 
footage is higher, the total length of films 
examined amounting to 6,168, feet. In 
number also the Free State leads, 2,175 films 
having been examined by Mr. Montgomery, 
as compared with 1,862, which were shown 
to the British Censor. Great Britain being 
such a populous country, this is a result 
which we should ep mba but the 
apparent, paradox is explained when we re- 
member that films are shown and reshown 
many times in.the year at different. English 
centres, só that ‘‘total. footage " does not 
really mean very much in this connection ; 
still, it shows that we get at least as much 
variety as the cross-Channel public do. . 
Our own censorship being so much stricter 
than that which obtains in England, it is 
not. surprising to find that the number of cuts 
rejections is consi ly “lower. there 
than it is here. Exception was taken to 582 
films, as compared with the Free State figure 
of 541, and only 22 were entirely rejeeted, 
as against 196. 


“A” CERTIFICATE FILMS. 


Although the British Board note with ap- 
proval that public opinion seems to have re- 
acted against “' sex-films,’’ the problem of the 
‘* A” certificate film remains, and both the 
Board and the Film Censorship Consultative 
Committee have been giving it attention. The 
system does not obtain over here, but, theo- 
retically, it has much to recommend it, and 
consists of granting different certificates for 
different classes of films. A film with the 
“UU” certificate is passed for universal ex- 
hibition, while the ‘A ' fiims cannot be seen 
by children under sixteen, unless they are 
accompanied by an adult. 

The idea is an admirable one, but there can 
be little doubt that it is having an effect 
which is the exact opposite of the one in- 
tended. As in the case of our own censor- 
ship on books, the “A” certificate merely 
serves as an advertisement that the picture is 
a ‘‘ doubtful” one, and thus attracts the very 
class of people that should be kept away. 
The British rd denies that a film has any 
higher commercial] value after being rejected 
by them, but this observation applies only to 
those which are rejected as totally unsuitable, 
end which normal public opinion would never 
allow to be shown. It is quite apparent that 
in England an “'A ” certificate, so far from 
being a drawback. to the exhibitor, is 
defimitely a box-office attraction; in fact, a 
number of cinema halls “feature” the “A” 
in a prominent position when showing such 
pictures. | 

Judging by the report of the Consultative 
Committee, the system is unsatisfactory even 
with regard to its main object; for it is not 
preventing children from seeing unsuitable 
films. parents are taking them (which 
a are allowed to do by the regulation), 
and the committee has been trying to devise 
some plan for Nabe parents when an 
*‘ unusually horrifying film ” is being shown. 
The whole idea: of graded certificates has 
obviously broken down, and, although the 
Free State standards are too strict to appeal 
to English tastes, it is posstble that before 
long British Board will have to adopt our 
own plan, and either pass a picture for uni- 
versal exhibition or not pass it at all.

What 
connection this has with the present crisis in

fortnight ago in Italy, is now in London, 
and to-night he will be the chief performer 
in a concert of his own compositions 
(Daventry National, 8). With Samuel 
Dushkin (violinist) assisting, his pro- 
ramme will be as. follows; Suite on 
hemes of Giambattista Pergolisi, first 
performance in England of new version ;

RUSSIAN BALLET.

PRINCIPAL DATES. 


In coming months Stravinsky's name 
will occur frequently in broadcasting pro- 
grammes. As, however, I do not intend 
to write about him again for some time, | 
give now the following brief particulars. 
Igor Stravinsky was born near St. Peters 
burg, June 5, 1882; the son of an operatic 
singer, he was intended for the law, but 
was encouraged by Rimsky-Korsakov to 
devote himself to music. . 

His great chance came when M. 
Diaghilev, impressed by one of his com- 
positions, commissioned him to write new 
ballets. Those mentioned above were the 
outcome of this order: “ The Firebird ”’ in 
1910, ‘‘ Petrouchka’”’ in 1911, and *‘ The 
Rite of Spring ” in 1913. In 1914 he com- 
pleted an opera, “ The oa from 
the music of which he subsequently com. 
piled a symphonic poem and a ballet. 

Since the War he has worked in Paris, 
where most of his compositions have had 
their first performance—where, also, in 
the manner of Paris they have been the 
subject of fierce debate.

INCREASED BACON PRICES. 
From Ourn COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


With the exception of the grain and cotton 
markets the finaneial crisis in the United 
States of America does not appear to have 
had a disturbing effect on other commodities, 
and business in most departments of the 
provision trade has been on the quiet side 
throughout the week. So far as bacon is 
concerned the upward movement jn quota- 
tions can hardly be attributed to any parti- 
cular activity in demand, but supplies are not 
so large as previously. Furthermore, it is 
probable that forthcoming supplies will be 
smaller. The restriction of exports from the 
chief producing countries has had its in- 
evitable effect—prices have advanced. It will 
be interesting to watch further effects of this 
restriction on the course of the market. There 
was a much firmer feeling towards the end 
of the week for all cures, and although Irish 
remains unchanged, at the weekly meeting of 
the local committee it was decided to advance 
the price of Danish and Dutch 2s., and 
Swedish and Polish ás. per cwt, 

FALLING BUTTER, 

The butter market continues 
depressed . owing to the Jarge 
of Colonial which* are still  avail- 
able, and the Danish official quota- 
tion has this week been wired ten kroner 
lower, and * top’! now stands at 162 kroner 
per 100 kilos; at the corresponding period of 
ast year the figure was 185 kroner, and in 
1931 232 kroner. Buyers show more inclina- 
tion to operate at present attractive prices, 
but the fluctuations in prices chiefly of a 
downward character for some months past 
have been disconcerting to most operators, 
and it can only be hoped that from now 
onwards the position will be more stable. If 
there was a shortage of supply the outlook 
would be in favour of sellers, and values 
could be raised. The probability of a quota 
on foreign butter in the near future may help 
to relieve the situation for Colonial importers 
and cause prices to advance. Nevertheless, 
apart from all these adverse circumstances it 
has to be taken “into aecount that the pre- 
sent prices for butter are abnormally low, 
and the consumption has heen greatly in- 
creased. There.is no doubt the slogan '' Buy 
British ’’ has materially helped the sale of 
Colonial, the consumption of which is in. 
creasing on account of its excellent quality 
und cheapness. There have been of late 
varying reports of restrictions of exports 
from the Colonies, but as yet no really 
definite statement is forthcoming. The market 
for lard has strengthened considerably, al- 
though there was a rather easier feeling 
towards the close. The present mild weather 
has been responsible for a marked increase in 
production of eggs in this country, and 

rices have been declined sharply for both 
rish and English, whieh form the bulk of 
the supply, Continental being almost unable 
to compete at present rates. |

The European Crucible. 

The cynics of a year ago are justified 
i to-day. Hardly a doubt remains that the 
Disarmament Conference has hit the reef, 
and that international] statesmanship will 
be lucky if it can save anything Írom the 
wreck, Last week the British Prime 
Minister and Foreign Secretary left for 
Geneva, on the ch nce that their personal 
influence might help to allay the rising 
passions of Europe. At Paris they 
conversed with the French Ministers— 
not, as it is understood, on the Disarma- 
ment Conference, but upon Britain’s 


attitude towards a general upheaval 
throughout the Continent. It is just 
as well, perhaps, that the present 


crisis should have intervened to inject 
a touch of reality into the proceed- 
ings of the Conference, which has existed 
now for thirteen months. No doubt, a 
certain measure of harmony has been 
achieved. The nations are committed to 
the principle, enunciated by Britain and 
France, that the armies of the future shall 
be merely defence forces; and they have 
reached technical agreement on the use 
of bacteria and the bombing of civilian 
towns. Nothing, however, has been set on 


paper, and there is little likelihood that 


will consent to forego a jot of their 
countries’ “rights,” charm Mr. Macdonald 
never so wisely. 

Throughout the course of the Conference 
not a single delegate from any continental 
nation was willing to “ take a chance ” 
on the sincerity of any other. Nobody 
would concede a tank or a big gun until 
he had obtained this and that guarantee, 
this and that safeguard. It was not enough 
‘that nearly every nation represented at 
the Disarmament Conference had bound 
itself by the Covenant of the League of 
Nations to abstain from war. The nations 
are aware that these pledges, made on 
the grand scale, gre not worth the paper 
on which heh are written. If the 
Kellogg Pact and the Covenant of the 
League had been taken seriously, the 
whole business of the Disarmament Con- 
ference could have been completed within 
a month, without the welter of secret 
conversations, informal diplomacy and 
international bickering which has dis- 
figured its proceedings. Out of all the 
participants, only one nation has shown 
a genuine concern for disarmament. 
Britain alone has reduced her armaments 
to a point at which they are below the 
limit of efficacy. In actual fighting 
strength her Navy is not equal to 
that of the United States; her Army is 
small in comparison with most of the 
world’s armies; and her Air Force ranks 
only fifth in size among those of the 
Powers. We must hope that Great Britain, 
the Quixote of the nations, will not suffer 
for her lonely faith. 5 

If the continental delegates have not 
been consistent, they have been, at least, 
honest. They have not tried to conceal 
the fact that they dislike the idea of 
disarmament and are afraid of it. In all 
probability the events of the next few 
months will prove them to have been 


right; for the indications are that 
Europe’s high-mindedness will be tried in 
the crucible before very long. The 


nations to-day are less fond of one another 
than they have been at any time since 
1914. Japan and China are at logger- 
heads; there is a disquieting possibility 
that Soviet Russia has begun to take a 
more than benevolent interest in the Man- 
churian dispute, and, when she is 
involved, many other nations must be 
involved as well. 
Republics, which are fighting in defiance 
of all their promises, matter less to 
Europe; but their dispute is weakening 
the prestige of the League, which can ill 
afford to be weakened. More serious is 
the grave state of tension that exists in 
Central Europe as a result of Herr 
Hitler’s election to power in Germany. 
The occupation of Kehl, a town in the 
zone made “' neutral ’’ by the Versailles 
Treaty, by Nazi troops has created the 
{greatest excitement throughout France ; 
and the Poles, for their part, refuse to 
belieye that the new Chancellor is without 
designs on the Ccrridor. In these circum- 
stances, the Disarmament Conference’s 
protestations cannot have the slightest 
value; for one touch of trepidation is 
sufficient to undo the cautious work of all 
its committees. |

A Divided Throne. 


At a time when the wits of statesmen 
are fully occupied in an attempt to cope 
with the European situation it is 
fortunate that the turn of events in 
Andorra brings that country into the news 
only under the heading of ‘Situations 
Vacant.” For nearly seven hundred years 
Andorra has maintained a contented, if 
anomalous, existence as a republic, and 
decision to put herself under 
monarchical sway must cause a certain

The Governments of 
France and Spain are asked each to 
nominate a prince to the dual throne, and 
the emoluments are fixed at £4 annually 
and two cows. Although such an arrange- 


‘ment is not without a precedent in history, 


this paradox of divided kingship finds its 
closest parallel in comic opera. The two 
kings of Barataria, as those who know 


| their Gilbert and Sullivan will remember, 


found themselves in a somewhat similar 
position. Whether, like the Venetian 
gondoliers, the new rulers of Andorra are 
‘bound for pavilions and palaces,’’ is 
open to doubt. The salaries offered 
by the State scarcely suggest an 
establishment on such a scale, but it is 
probable that they will be obliged, 
for a time at least, to pay the 
same respect to ‘‘ republican fallacies.”’ 
While the reasons for such a change of 
front in Andorran political opinion 
remain obscure, it may be welcomed as an 
agreeable variation from the gloomy trend 
of weightier affairs in Europe. The com- 
parison between Andorra and Barataria is 
irresistible, and in this country of 
anomalies the situation may develop along 
the lines of Gilbertian logic. A society 
in which the most obscure citizen becomes 
a nobleman of high rank seems to be the 
obvious corollary to so complete a volte- 
face in methods 0: government. Andorra 
derives what fame she possesses from the 
fact that, in her hospitable fastnesses, the 
refugee from justice is beyond the reach of 
the extradition laws which make life so 
difficult for him in _ less considerate 
countries. In the future, however, her 
valleys may become renowned as the centre 
of a brilliant court, and her constitution 
may be the secret envy of children brought 
up in the new republican States of Europe. 
Although no applicants have appeared as 
yet, we do not doubt that the response to 
the appeal will be considerable. A throne, 
even in a kingdom where the subjects 
number only five <housand, is not put on 
offer every day, nor is the stipend, 
perhaps, inadequate in the High Pyrenees. 
The French and Spanish Governments are 
likely to have :n embarrassment cf choice. 


Coast Erosion. 


The earthquake at Los Angeles gives us 
a sense of comfort in the British Islands’ 
superior solidity ; but we are apt to forget 
the formidable, if less spe -acular, menace 
of coast erosion. In every year thousands 
of acres of. good English soil are stolen 
by the waves, so that to-day Britain is 4 
perceptibly smaller country than she was 
three or four centurics ago. During the 
recent gales, for instance, a slice of the 
Norfolk coast, to the weight of some 
100,000 tons, collapsed into the North 
Sea. The Observer gives a quite startling 
summary of England’s accumulated, and 
continuing, losses through coast erosion— 
especially on her eastern shores. York- 
shire’s coast, between Flamborough Head 
and the mouth of the Humber, is the chief 
sufferer. There the North Sea is pushing 
itself westwards so steadily that, if it 
receives no bold challenge from the 
engineers, the little town of Beverley, now 
some twelve miles inland, soon may 
become a seaside resort. Between Cromer 
and Yarmouth the coast—which ir 
William the Conqueror’s time extended 
two miles further eastward—also under- 
goes an- unceasing shrinkage; and big 
losses are taking place on the coasts of 
Kent and Sussex. The Isle of Wight 
pays such constant tribute to the fury of 
the south-west gales that it is threatened 
with actual bisection by the disappear- 
ance of the dwindling isthmus between 
Freshwater Bay and the River Yar. 
There is real danger, too, thai Cornwall's 
legend-haunted soil will present a sadly 
diminished aspect to the tourists of future 
generations. In the fourteenth century 
surveyors gave Cornwall an area of 2,400 
square miles; the Ordnance Survey now 
gives the area as only 1,357 square miles. 
Although, by comparison, Ireland's losses 
from erosion are small, they are not 
insignificant, as coast-<dwellers between 
Greystones and Wicklow know to their 
considerable cost. A State commission 
studied this peril some years ago, but— 
as is usual with State commissions—the 
rest was silence, :

lreland's Victory. 


Yesterday, for the second time in the 
season, the Irish Rugby Fifteen con- 
founded the critics. A month ago our 
team of veterans, faced with a compara- 
tively raw English side, which it was ex- 
pected to overwhelm, received a thorough 
drubbing. The reasonable thing, there- 
fore, was .to suppose that Wales, who 
had beaten England, would make short 
work of Ireland. International matches, 
however, display a striking disregard for 
logic, and the Irish side which had offered 
so dull a performance at Twickenham 
came to life last Saturday at Ravenhill, 
where the Welsh were beaten by ten points 
to five—a score which does not reflect 
Ireland's real superiority. Everything 
depends, therefore, on Scotland's showing 
in the two matches which she is still due 
to play. Wales is definitely out of the 
running ; Ireland and England have lost 
a match each, and the most that either 
can do is to prevent Scotland from the 
capture of the Triple Crown, Our own hopes 
for the match with Scotland, which was to 
have been played a fortnight ago, but was 
postponed by the act of Nature, were low— 
since it is hard to abandon the old and un- 
trustworthy dependence on the “ form ” 
displayed by the teams—but they have 
been revived by last Saturday 's match. The 
Irish team was not brilliant, but it played 
well together, and we have every cause 
to look forward to the next encounter at 
Lansdowne road, if not with arrogant con- 
fidence, at any rate with a reasonable 
measure of cheerfulness. Whatever the re- 
sult may be, it will be interesting to 
see whether logic or the prevailing 
illogicality will prevail. To prognosticate 
the result of a Rugby international match 
in these days is nearly as hopeless a 
pastime as to elaborate a “ system ” for 
Monte Carlo.

At the beginning of the demonstration 
there were about 300 members of the 
Black Shirt organisation on duty among 
the audience, 

Sir Oswald. was frequently vepiiyg 600% 
He said that they did not want any fight- 
ing or violence. On the other hand, they 
were going to have free speech, and, if any- 
one had come to prevent free speech, he 
might go out ‘‘ heel first,”’ 

Sir Oswald addressed the meeting for 
over an hour, and afterwards began .° 
answer a large number of written ques- 
tions which had been sent up. 

He had answered one or two when an 
interrupter at the front of the hall was 
warned by one of the Black Shirts. A 
melée started. The man was ejected, and 
immediately pandemonium broke out in 
other parts of the hall. 

There was a struggle in the centre of 
the hall between interrupters and Black 
Shirts. 

Then a force of police, headed by a 
superintendent and an inspector, entered 
from the back of the hall. There were 
cries of ‘‘ Down with Fascism,” and, ámid 
great clamour, the police insisted that 
every Black Shirt should leave the hall. 
They were escorted out amid loud booing 
and the singing of the ‘‘ Red Flag.” 


FASCISTS MARCH OUT. 


Sir Oswald Mosley stood impassively at 
the front of the platform and repeatedly 
cried: “Do not resist the police.” A 
number of his followers gathered round 
him as a bodyguard while the others were 
being escorted out of the hall through two 
lines of police. One tried to leave to speak 
to Sir Oswald, but was turned out with his 
companions. ' “Y 
Then the Fascists on the platíorm began 
counter-singing, but eventually a sem- 
blance of order was restored with large 
numbers of -constables marching up and 
down the aisles. 

The National Anthem was started by the 
Fascists, but only the first line had been 
sung when a man near the platform 
apparently tried to pull down the Union 
Jack on the table. He was hustled out 
amid considerable booing and cheering. 
The Fascist banner at the back of the plat- 
form was then held over Sir Oswald 
Mosley’s head, 

The Chief Constable of Manchester was 
standing near the platform. Some of the 
Fascists on the platform were standing 


; with their sleeves rolled up. 


Sir Oswald shouted to a police inspector : 
“I am waiting for the police to restore 
order. You have taken over the meeting.” 

The inspector replied: “ If you will take 
your men from the platform, we will re- 
store order.” The order was given, and 
the men left the platform to the accompani- 
ment of boos and cheers. There were only 
two left on the platform holding aloft the 
banner. 

After a time the audience quietened 
down, and Sir Oswald said that the trouble 
had been caused by a small organised gang 
of Communists. The Fascists had been 
ordered by the police to leave the meeting, 
and they had done so to preserve order. 

Sir Oswald,.who.was booed and ¢heered 
as he left the hall, told a reporter after 
that. he intended to take legal advice to 
see what legal action was open in the 
matter. 

Lady Cynthia Mosley was in a box in 
the hall. '

Religion had too often been obscured 
xi things. which claimed -to be the supports 
of religion—he meant by theology aná by 
organised religion,. as. seen in the various 
Churches of Christian bodies that existed. 
_ The Oxford Group Movement was collect- 
ing together men and women from every 


| section of Christendom—of Protestant Chris- 
tendom, at any rate—and imbuing them with 


& new vision of religion, expressed in more 
fundamental terms than those in which réli- 
ion was expressed in any one denomination. 

y this emphasis which the groups laid on 
religion. in itself, above Churches or theolo- 
gies, they were bringing many into the prac- 
tice of religion, who had remained un- 
touched by any of the Churches, 


THE MOVEMENT’S METHOD. 

The Oxford Group Movement did not ask 
any man to accept any view of the Atone- 
ment, or any view of the inspiration of the 
Bible, or any view as to the nature of. the 
Church, or anything else, but just asked 
him to consider the quality of his life, and 
to see could that quality not be improved 
by living his life under the direct 
guidance of God. The method by 
which the movement introduced a newcomer 
to the possibilities of a new quality of life 
was to bring him into a house party— that 
was a party of people who were going to 
Em y in practice what such new quality 
of life meant, ' These house ‘parties lasted 
for a week or ten days, by the end of which 
time it was hoped that t 
have caught a vision of what the religious 
life. really meant. He would see in actual 
practice the love and fellowship which ought 
to be.characteristic of Christianity, and he 
would be shown how to come into that 
fellowship and share in its. life. That, 
certainly, was partly how Christianity was 
Se in the first days—by the witness of 
the community life, the life of fellowship. 
That life was only possible by following the 
way of Christ, carrying out His teaching, 
by showing kindness and love to all, by 
practising self-sacrifice, and by a life of 
prayer and worship of God, 

The groups were making them realise the 
value of a prayer life by their practice of the 
quiet time, and they might well follow them 
in their main idea. e thought that the 
practice of meditation was absolutely 
necessary if their prayers were to be of any 
value—to go over the details of their lives 
in their own minds and to try and see them 
as in the presence of God; try to view them 
as God would, and so seek his will on them. 
He believed that, when they tried to do that 
and, 2s it were, give their whole lives to 
God, they would think of many more ange 
during such a quiet time, and be led to do 
many more things for God than they them- 
selves first thought of. 

His main judgment of the Oxford Group 
Movement was one of commendation. He 
believed that the Movement was breaking 
down their narrow and rather hot-house ideas 
of Christianity, and making religion to be 
the main-factor in life. Jt was Enea, map 
and women into real contact with the hving 
God. .The good that such a movement could 
bring to the Church was unpredictably great, 
because there was absolutely no antagonism 
in the minds of group leaders to the Church 
in any of its branches. That was a very note- 
worthy. fact, and was something that could 
not be said of most previous evangelical 
movements,

E.S.B. EMPLOYES’ CLAIM. 


Members of the Dublin No. á Branch, 
lrish Transport and General Workers’ Union, 
employed by the Electricity Supply Board, 
met yesterday at Connolly Hall, Thomas 
street, Dublin, in regard to the men’s claim 
for wage increases, which has been the sub- 
ject of negotiations for some time past.

HE debate on the Land Annuities Bill, 
second stage, which is fixed to be 
taken in the Dail to-morrow, is srge hm

bill, as already indicated, proposes to 
legalise the withholding of the land 
annuities new in Suspense Account, and to 
devote them to the use of the Exchequer, 
instead of paying them, as heretofore, to 
the British National Debt Commissioners, 
On the motion for the second reading 
the following motion, which has been put 
down in the names oí Mr, W, 1. Coegrave 
and ‘Dr. T. O'Higgins, will be moved, 
probably by Mr. Cosgrave:— ! 

“ Inasmuch as, by the opera- 
tion of British tarifís on Saorstat 
agriculthral produce, farmers are 
discharging the interest on sink- 
ing fund payments and guaran- 
teed land stock, the Dail dechnes 
to give a second reading to this 
bill until proposals have been in- 
troduced. by the LExecutive 
Council, providing that, pending 
the solution by arbitration, agree- 
ment or otherwise, of the out- 

, Standing disputes, between them 
and the British Government, land 
purchase, annuities shall not be 
collected or payable, whether in 
respect of lands purchased under 
the pre-Treaty Land Purchase 
Acts or the Land Acts of 1923 and 
subsequent Acts.’’ 

On this motion Mr, Cosgrave will be 
entitled to raise other issues which directly 
affect the main question, including the 
operation of the British special tariffs, by 
which the British Government has been 
recouping itself in respect of the withheld 
annuities, the general question of the 
financial dispute, and the re-opening of 
negotiations for settlement by arbitration 
or otherwise. 

In view of the magnitude of these 
issues, and their implications, it would 
not be surprising if a long debate ensued. 
On the other hand, however, it is possible 
that rank-and-file deputies may be dis- 
posed to leave the matter in the hands 
of their leaders, in which case the divi- 
sion may be reached by 7.30, at which 
hour the debate on the motion concerning 
General O’Duffy is fixed to begin. 

It is understood to be the Government's 
intention to get the bill through all its 
stages during the present week if possible. 


MR. DE VALERA'S VISIT. 
TO ROME. 


When President de Valera travels to 
Rome, about the middle of May, he will 
go as head of the State, and will be ac- 
companied, probably, by Mr. J. P. 
Walshe, Secretary to the Department for 
Kixternal Affairs.

Further proposed amendments to the 
Road Traffic Bill have been handed in at.

Messrs. Thrift, Alton, MacDermot and 
Holohan propose to alter, from 35 to 30 
miles per hour, the maximum speed-limit 
of heavy motor vehicles fitted with pneu- 
matic tyres. 

Majer Myles and Mr. Haslett propose 
to exempt private or professionally-owned 
cars, not plying for hire, from limitations 
on periods of continuous driving, provided 
for in Section 167.

UNEMPLOYMENT 
PROBLEM.

Under the auspices of the Irish Women 
Citizens’ and Local Government Association, 
a conference was convened to meet at the Irish 
Women Workers’ Union Headquarters, at 48 
Fleet street, Dublin, on March 2nd. 

Afternoon and evening sessions were held, 
Mrs. Cosgrave presiding over both. 

At the first session training schemes and a 
domestic bureau or hostel were considered. 
At the second session co-operative land and 
industrial schemes and allotment schemes 
were brought forward. 

The Rev. Father Ryan, 8.J., was the first 
speaker, and was followed by Miss L, Ben. 
nett (Secretary, Irish Women Workers 
Union), Miss Molony and Miss O’Connor. 

Father Ryan dwelt specially on the ques- 
tion of raising the school-leaving - He 
advocated specialisation during the last two 
years on vocational training, market garden- 
ing, and domestic economy (for girls). He 
also advocated the adoption of a forty-hour 
week and schemes for adult education. 

At the evening session Mr. Oswald Greg- 
son proposed a scheme for the cure of un- 
employment on the basis of subscribed capital 
to enable unemployed workers to be given 
access to the means of wealth-production, 
and the formation of groups of subscribers 
and producers. 

Major-General Sir George Franks, K.C.B., 
put forward a plan for the immediate forma- 
tion of a co-operative farm colony, as the 
first step towards a large scheme capable of 
absorbing large numbers of unemployed land 
workers. 

Mr. Smurthwaite described the work of 
social clubs for the unemployed. The first 
thing to bear in mind, he said, was the need 
to get the men back to work. The next best 
thing was to give them some occupation dur- 
NIR enforced leisure. 

r. Thomas Shaw told of the beneficial 
effects, moral, physical and economic, which 
followed on plots or allotments. He said 
that, owing to the co-operation of the Govern- 
ment, unemployed men needed no more than 
2s. capital to start work on allotments, as 
they were provided with free seeds, tools and 
young plants.

{OPEN WELL. 
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IRELAND ............ 10 WALES ...... FI RCS, 
By Oung SpPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


HERE was never a period oí the match 
between Ireland and Wales at Ravenhill 
ground, Belfast, on Saturday at which 

Wales looked like winning. From the very 
start the Irish backs and forwards played 
with characteristic dash, which was missing 
from their play at Twickenbam, and having 
the better of the play at all stages they 
finished off with a winning lead of a drop 

goal, a penalty goal and a try to a ‘ 

e match was a remarkable one in many 

ways. For the first time probably in the 
history of the game there were more sup- 
porters of the visiting team to witness the 
match than there were followers of the Irish 
side, due largely to the tact that Dubliners 
and others from Southern Ireland were 
deprived of the usual facilities for getting 
to the venue. Another remarkable teature 
was. the lack of enthusiasm over an Irish 
victory, which was one of the most decisive 
in the series of pas played between the 
countries. An explanation of this was offered 
by an onlooker in the following terms: ''All 
the Irish players played well, the selectors 
choice of a team was justified by the play, 
and as there was nobody to abuse there could 
be no enthusiasm.” 

The big influx of Welsh enthusiasts to 
Belfast was also remarkable at the present 
time, and one cannot help but admire the 
sporting instincts which induce such large 
numbers to undergo the long and tiring 
journey from South Wales to witness a couple 
of hours of football. They were sporting in 
their attitude when they were buoyed up with 
hopes of a Welsh victory before the game, 
they were more so when their side was 
defeated, and quite ready to admit that 
Ireland had won on her merits. 


LIVELY IRISH FORWARDS. 

The two factors which contributed to the 
success of Ireland and the extraordinary 
improvement of the side’s play as compared 
to their showing at I'wickenham were the 
liveliness of the forwards in the loose and 
the almost daring fashion in which Barnes, 
Crowe and Davy dashed in to tackle the 
Welsh out-half and centres. Certainly the 
lesson of Twickenham was taken to heart and 
had not Bowcott, Graham, Jones and Williams 
been dealt with so summarily early in the 
ame a very different result might have to 

chronicled. Jt was apparent that there 
was speed and cleverness behind the Welsh 
pack if such were allowed to develop, but 
so deadly was the Irish tackling that before 
the game had been more than half an hour 
in progress, we saw the Welsh backs resort to 
short kicking instead of drawing an opponent cr 
passing ; an admission straight away of being 
awed by the power of the opposing tacklers. 
All through the first half it was Ireland's 

me, the forwards being on top both in the 
oose and in the tight, and we saw more 
dribbling by the Irish forwards in this period 
than we did in the entire game against 
England, 
MURRAY'S RETURN TO FORM. 

Murray, too, had regained his old form, 
even though he did throw a few wild passes 
to Davy. He was equal to all the tricks 
of the opposing backs and back row forwards, 
and like the other Irish backs, fearless in 
his tackling and stopping of rushes. It was 
a question whether the Trish forwards could 
hold the mastery to the end, for the pace 
was a cracker, and the Welsh forwards were 
not allowing themselves to be beaten withont 
a gallant effort to turn the tables. When 
Ireland had gained a lead of three points 
through the try gained by Barnes, chief 
credit for which was due to Davy, and later 
gained another fom points from Davy’s 
splendid dropped goal, the position looked 
secure enough, but then a situation arose that 
was unexpected and brought into question 
the discretion of a captain, Barnes was 
injured in the leg and rendered insecure in 
either defencs or attack, and to meet. the 
situation Davy took Ross from the scrum- 
mage to play wing three-quarter, moved 
Lightfoot to the centre, and allowed Barnes 
ta remain on as inside to Ross. 

ROSS MISSED FROM SCRUMMAGE. 

This was the three-quarter division forma- 
tion all through thé second half, and while 
it served its purpese well, the withdrawal of 
one of the best of the Irish forwards from 
the pack brought about a change in the 
way the battle of the scrums was going. 
The Irish seven were not as effective as the 
eight had been, and the Welsh began to 
win more of the tight scrums and to be 
a more formidable lot in the loose play. 
There were anxious moments when one feared 
that the Irish were going to lose hold of 
the game, and certainly Wales were a bit 
unlucky when Jenkins only missed scoring 
a couple of penalty goals by the smallest 
of margins. When, after twenty-five minutes 
of this half, however, Siggins landed a 
penalty goal and gave Ireland a lead of 
10 points the danger zone was passed. Even 
when Bowcott scored a remarkably fine trv 
in which the Irish defence was. for the firat 
time, at fault, and Jenkins converted, onr 
vonfidence was not diminished.
